Air Force began an intense m v e-li­ 
gation today into a pair of separate 
air collisions, betw een two B47s 
and an oth er involving a 1129 and 
an Tat), w hich left all 14 airm en 
aboard the aircra ft dead or mis> 
ing. 


F ig ht of the known dead w ere 
the crew m em bers aboard the two 
big jet 1147 bom bers, which cra sh ­ 
ed in the air with a th u n d ero u s 
explosion

T hree oth er airm en were known 
dead and three oth ers w ere listed 
as missing in the air collision of 
a propeller driven B29 and an F86

Beach just outside Port St. Joe. 


One of th e B47s was from Mac-

form ation officer at MacDill, said 
a prelim inary investigation indie at­ 
ed th at the je t bom ber fro m Mac- 
Ditl had landing gear trouble.

W itnesses said the F86 crashed 
inland about a m ile from the Gulf 
of .Mexico but Air Force helicop­ 
ters and search planes w ere not

The bodies of th ree of the B29's 
crew were recovered and id en ti­ 
fied and two oth ers of the crew

T here have been rep eated c h a rg ­ 
es th at governors use the g ov ern­ 
ment owned 
planes 
for personal 
p’ea.sure, 
he 
said. 
But in each 
case such ch arg e s have proved to 
be "com pletely false” upon in v es­ 
tigation. 
T h e use of gu ard planes by gov­ 
ernors has draw n attention re c e n t­ 
ly as a result of flights m ade by 
A labam a Gov. J a m e s E. Folsom. 
Folsom threatened to m ak e w hat 
he te rm e d a reconnaissance and 
| inspection 
flight 
to Jacksonville, 
Fla., in a gu ard plane Ja n . I—the 
day A uburn is to play in the ’G ator 
Bowl. 
Folsom already is under investi­ 
gation by the Air Force inspector 
j general on 
ch arg e s th at he has 
been using N ational G uard planes 
(for other than official use. 
The 
report on th e investigation is not 
{expected until nex t month. 
In adv ance of the repo rt Wilson 
was 
reluctant to 
pass 
judgm ent 
on w h eth er Folsom has been "joy 
riding” in guard planes. 
But he 
j suggested th a t p erhaps Folsom has 
not been given a "fair sh ak e" in 
new spaper stories about the gov­ 
e r n o r s airplane trips. 
One day when Folsom was r e ­ 
ported out flying in a T33 je t train­ 
er, Wilson recalled in an inter­ 
view, he phoned the governor's o f­ 
fice and found Folsom there in­ 
stead,

HONG KONG C T ' — Dr. Horner 
Bradshaw of New York City said 
today C om m unist ‘‘b an d its’’ k idn ap­ 
ed hun from his Chinese hospital 
m 1951 and held him prisoner tor 
m ore than lour years belore ch arg ­ 
ing him w ith "spying.”

barely able to walk when he and 
his wife reached freedom here to­ 
day, but after a few hours* rest he 
was able to talk to new sm en 


Mrs B radshaw , whose brain gave 
way u n d e r the strain of C om m u­ 
nist captivity, was unable to leave 
he r bed at St T h e re sa ’s Hospital 
A U. S. A ir Force am bulance 
plane will fly the couple to the 
P hilippines as soon as Mrs. Brad 
.shaw is able to stand the trip 
- 
perhaps W ednesday. 
H er husband 
said they plan to go to the home 
of his w ife s family in P ittsburgh 
Tells of B rutal T reatm ent 
B radshaw said he was b ru t illy 
m istreated by his captors during 
th ■ early days of his im prisonm ent, 
bu t that they w ere k in der later on 
"I was handcuffed tor two days 
at a tim e," he said. 
"I was ro u g h ­ 
ly m anhandled, and my arm s were 
twisted . 
I was questioned for as 
m uch as six hours at a time." 
He said the Reds forced him to 
sign a confession saying he was a 
I . S. spy and an "agent of Wall 
S tre e t” w h o k- pt in touch by radio 
w ith Hong Kong, Manila, Tokyo 
and the U nited States. 
“ L ater on, ITI give my (P resb y ­ 
terian ) mission accusations against 
these* bandits that I c a n ’t give you 
now," he said. 
" I’ve kept ill the 
records w hich I brought out." 
A fter 
being 
seized 
in 
March, 
1951, Bradshaw said, he was finally 
brought to trial on Get. 27 on 55 
charges ot “espionage.” 
He spent 
five 
hours before 
a 
C om m unist 
"co u rt.” 
Sixteen Have Been Freed 
B radshaw said the doctors have 
not told him how serious his w ile’s 
condition is. 
As early a-. April 29. 1951, her 
condition was not mentally norm al, 
and since then it was w orsened,” 
he said. 
"The tirst tun e I was al­ 
lowed to s<*e her was Dec 8, and 
w hen I saw her then she was nega­ 
tive. 
"She had tears in her eyes, she 
recognized me, but nothing re lus­ 
tered. . 
"It will take a while to make 
her realize silo s out (of Red Chi­ 
n a ),” B radshaw said. 
"She's had 
terrible treatm ent." 
They are the loth and 16th A m er­ 
icans w ho have been allowed to 
leave Red China since the C om m u­ 
nists prom ised in Geneva to free 
all of their U. S. prisoners. 
At 
least 13 others rem ain in C om m u­ 
nist captivity.

$5,000 invested 
in the firm had 
grown to a retu rn of 12 1-2 million 
dollars. 
The accounting expected W ednes­ 
day should m ake even that fabu­ 
lous figure seem sm all by com 
parison. 
15 Million Model Ts 
The story of the F o rd Motor Co. 
and its founder, H enry Ford, has 
long captiv ated the fancy ot the 
A m erican public. 
It w as the son of a Michigan 
fa rm e r 
who 
sp u rred 
interest 
in 
autom obiles with his auto racing 
feats 
It was Ford who had the idea of 
"building a c a r for the great m ulti­ 
tude . . . a universal c a r.” His pro­ 
duction chief questioned his sanity, 
but F ord sold 15 million Model T ’s

F o r ! w as credited with a m ajor 
role in developm ent of m ass p ro ­
